Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) received on February 12, 2004 has

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101

samples on ascending order, setting a reference set; forming a threshold, multiplying, 
comparing the set of elements having a greatest value and forming an acceptable 
absolute value set for the corresponding sample set. It does not impart any practical 
application to the received signal in the telecommunication system.
